Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Kaiser fails to teach 
changing an operation clock and provides a definition of an operation clock as the clock speed at which information is processed. This 
definition does not appear in the claims and while the claims are read in light of the specification, limitations contained in the 
specification are not read into the claims. The claims must be given the broadest reasonable interpretation. Regarding claim 1, an 
operation clock control means is adjusted based on received electrical field strength and the frequency of the operating clock is used for 
processing data transmitted and received. Kaiser has been shown in the Final Office Action to clearly teach tuning a circuit to alter a 
frequency of a receiver until the desired signal is obtained. And it is clear that the reason for changing the frequency was due to the fact 
that signal strength falls below a threshold. The function of adjusting the receiver to a new frequency is equivalent to controlling an 
operating clock based on field strength and the obtained frequency is used to process data received by that circuit. 
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
